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Message  from  Dr.  Ronald  E.  Nettl 


The  2008-2009  academic  year  was  an  important  one  for  me  as  it  marked  my  first 
year  as  President  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College.    It  was  a  very  rewarding 
year  and  it  was  an  honor  and  a  privilege  for  me  to  lead  this  institution  and  its 
outstanding  faculty  and  staff. 

The  year  was  filled  with  numerous  high  points  and  I  was  pleased  with  the  many 
successes  and  accomplishments  of  our  faculty,  staff,  students,  organizations, 
and  athletic  teams.  Our  college  continued  to  grow  with  our  total  enrollment 
reaching  an  all-time  high  of  3,261  students.  As  a  result,  Co-Lin's  enrollment  was 
higher  than  three  of  the  universities  in  our  state. 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  our  three  campuses  continued  to  do  great  work  to 
benefit  our  students.  Not  only  were  they  involved  in  our  campus  work,  but 
many  were  actively  involved  in  various  academic,  economic,  and  community 
organizations.  A  description  of  many  of  their  activities  and  accomplishments  is 
included  in  this  President's  Report. 

In  2008-2009,  the  Co-Lin  Foundation  played  a  significant  role  in  securing  private 
donations  and  gifts  to  benefit  the  college.  Over  $800,000  was  donated  to 
provide  student  scholarships  and  faculty  development  grants,  as  well  as  campus 


improvements.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  will  build  on  this  mornentum  in  the  future 
and  our  supporters  will  continue  to  assist  our  college  grow  and  develop  through 
their  donations. 

The  success  of  our  athletic  program  continued  both  on  the  field  and  in  the 
classroom.  Out  of  10  varsity  sports,  Co-Lin  was  state  runner-up,  co-state 
champion,  or  state  champion  in  five  of  those  sports.  Just  as  significant,  six  of 
our  teams  finished  in  the  Top  20  in  academics  in  the  country.   Our  coaches  and 
student  athletes  work  hard  throughout  the  year  and  they  deserve  our  thanks  and 
recognition. 

There  were  also  a  few  challenges  during  the  year  including  significant  mid  year 
budget  cuts  to  the  college.  Nevertheless,  I  was  proud  of  how  our  faculty  and 
staff  responded  to  this  financial  challenge  by  adjusting  to  the  budget  reduction 
while  protecting  the  educational  interests  of  our  students. 

Finally,  this  President's  Report  provides  more  information  about  the  success  of 
our  college  in  2008-2009.  Please  know  that  despite  the  many  challenges,  Co- 
Lin  is  committed  to  providing  a  quality  education  and  support  services  to  the 
students  and  communities  we  serve.

The  Career  and  Technical  Division  is  a  perfect  place  to  prepare  for 
die  future.  With  benefits  of  small  classes,  licensed  and/or  certified 
instructors,  and  advice  from  business  and  industry,  instructional 
improvements  and  upgrades  are  made. 

Approximately  S165,000  was  distributed  for  equipment  district- 
wide.  Simpson  received  approximate!)'  §8,000  for  upgrades. 
Natchez  and  Wesson  received  S25,00O  for  computers.  Radiology 
purchased  a  CR  Reader  to  simulate  technology  in  the  hospitals  and 
the  Heating  and  Air  Conditioning  program  at  Natchez  purchased  a 
simulation  refrigeration  system.  Drafting  and  Design  purchased  an 
§8,000  Total  Surveying  Station  to  prepare  students  for  the  growing 
demand  in  Land  Surveying. 

Health-related  programs  continue  to  be  successful  and  in  demand. 
Practical  nursing  received  accreditation  as  did  the  Automotive 
Technology  program  which  received  ASE  recertification.  The 
Food  Production  Technology  students  received  Serve  Safe  and 
the  National  Restaurant  Association  Certifications.  Cosmetology 
was  recognized  by  The  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Health  for  their 
excellent  instruction  and  student  performance  rates. 

In  order  to  construct  a  flexible  program  to  meet  the  needs  of 
those  working  in  the  petroleum  field  and  wanting  to  still  obtain  an 
Associate  Degree,  the  Hybrid  program  for  electronics  was  created.

The  Workforce  Division  provided  workforce  training  to  approximately  50  businesses  and 
agencies  in  2008-2009.  Several  new  partners  were  involved  in  training  this  year.  Southern 
Pine  Electric  Power  Association,  Pioneer  Health  Services,  Copiah  Bank,  Miles  Lumber 
Company,  and  Cortez  Byrd  Chips  partnered  with  the  Workforce  Division  for  the  time 
during  08-09.  They  were  the  recipients  of  training  in  subject  matter  such  as  Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  Administration  (OSHA),  customer  service,  computer  training  in  Excel 
and  Quick  Books,  first  aid,  first  responder,  safety,  leadership  and  management  training. 

Advance  Auto  Parts,  and  Jordan  Carriers  utilized  Co-Lin's  mobile  computer  lab  on  site 
to  provide  much  needed  computer  training  for  their  employees.  A  systems  manager  at  one 
of  the  locations  said,  "The  team  members  who  have  successfully  completed  the  training 
program  are  now  more  familiar  with  the  world  of  computing.  Successfully  unlocking  a  whole 
new  world,  they  have  also  opened  another  realm  of  possibilities  for  themselves  personally 
and  professionally.  He  described  the  training  as  "enlightenment"  for  the  employees. 

The  Workforce  Division  has  gained  funding  to  provide  training  in  health  occupations  in 
the  near  future.  Training  in  IV  Therapy  will  be  provided  to  practical  nurses  who  did  not 
receive  this  training  in  their  formal  LPN  training.  After  receiving  this  training,  they  will  be 
eligible  for  a  fifty  cent  an  hour  raise.  Training  in  ICD-10  CM/PCS  coding  will  be  provided 
to  employees  currendy  working  in  health  care  to  upgrade  their  skills  from  the  ICD-9  to 
ICD-10-CM.  The  new  code  set  is  scheduled  for  implementauon  in  October  2013.  This 
training  will  provide  an  opportunity  for  district  health  care  facilities  to  get  a  jump  on  the 
implementation  of  the  new  code  set. 

A  State  Homeland  Security  Grant  was  obtained  by  the  Workforce  Division.  This  grant 
provided  training  to  develop  a  campus  community  emergency  response  team.  Nineteen 
employees  of  the  college  attended  the  emergency  response  training.  Areas  of  the  college 
represented  were  maintenance,  security,  administration  and  instruction. 

Online  training  continues  to  grow  in  popularity.  Business  and  industry  employees  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  flexibility  that  online  training  allows.  Co-Lin  partners  with  ED2Go 
and  Mindleaders  in  providing  read)-  access  to  online  training. 
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The  Workforce  Division  secured 

funding  for  Training  in  IV  Therapy  for 

practical  nursing  students.  Students 

who  receive  this  training  will  be 

eligible  for  an  hourly  wage  increase.

Co-Lin  continues  its  rich  tradition  of  excellence  in  instruction.  In  2008- 
2009,  instrucDonal  services  provided  opportunities  to  assist  our  students  and 

faculty  to  enhance  their  quality  education  in  a  supportive  teaching/ learning 
nvironment. 

A  complete  academic  curriculum  review  was  conducted  through  a  series  of 
district-wide  conference  calls  to  faculty  on  all  campuses.  Electronic  degree 
plans  were  updated  for  all  majors  in  the  ALLIANT  administrative  software  to 
ensure  accuracv  for  articulation  to  four-year  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

•  Online  class  offerings  through  die  Mississippi  Virtual  Community  College 
(MSVCQ  continued  to  grow.  Student  enrollment  increased  in  both  the  fall 
and  spring  terms.  New  W1MBA  software  was  utilized  by  several  of  our  online 
courses. 

•  As  a  part  of  the  regular  SACS  reaffirmation  process,  Co-Lin  has  been  in 
the  process  of  implementing  a  Qualitv  Enhancement  Plan  (QEP)  entided 
"Ensuring  Math  Success"  focusing  on  interventions  in  developmental 
mathematics.  In  its  fifth  and  final  year  of  implementation,  Co-Lin  began 
planning  for  die  final  written  QEP  report  to  SACS. 

•  Faculty  members  from  the  Business  and  Social  Science  Divisions  participated 
in  statewide  curriculum  reviews. 

•  New  course  delivery  options  included  the  introducuon  of  hybrid  classes  (50 
percent  online),  Maymester  classes  (during  the  spring/summer  break)  at  the 
Simpson  County  Center,  and  the  four-day  summer  class  schedule. 

•  Annual  conferences  and  events  sponsored  tor  secondary  students  in  the 
college  district  included  the  Junior  High  Math  Competition,  Science  Quest, 
Scholars  Bowl  Academic  Tournament,  Media  Symposium,  Future  Leaders  of 
Simpson  County,  Skills  USA,  and  the  spring  Band  Clinic  sponsored  by  the 
Blue  Wave  Show  Band. 

•  Eight  new  class  offerings  were  added  to  the  fall  and  spring  semesters  at  the 
Simpson  County  Center. 

■  Planning  was  begun  for  a  Bridge  Program  to  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing 
Program.  This  option  would  be  available  to  currendy  practicing  LPNs.  Still  in 
its  early  planning  stage,  the  target  date  for  submitting  a  proposal  for  approval 
is  summer  of  2010.

The  Division  of  Community  Programs  strives  to  provide  programs  and  services  to 
individuals  through  lifelong  learning.  The  division  provides  educational  and  training 
programs,  cultural  and  recreational  opportunities,  and  employment  preparation 
services  to  constituents.  In  2008-2009,  the  division  assisted  over  15,000  individuals 
and  secured  over  $  1,500,000  in  funding. 

Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  served  over  900  adults  and  partnered  with  16  locations 
providing  26  classes  and  over  26,000  classroom  hours.  Seven  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  students  took  the  General  Educational  Development  Test  (GED)  with  375 
passing  die  examination.  High  scoring  GED  examinees  were  awarded  scholarships  to 
attend  Co-Lin. 

The  Senior  Community  Employment  Service  Program  (SCSEP)  is  a  work-training 
program,  which  enables  senior  citizens  to  work  and  to  provide  services  to  the  elderly 
and  needy.  The  program  served  over  101  enrollees  and  97  host  agencies.  Over  15 
enrollees  transitioned  into  unsubsidized  employment.  Funding  for  20  additional 
positions  was  secured  this  year  through  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment 
Act. 

The  Upward  Bound  program  assists  high  school  students  who  are  potential  first- 
generation  college  students  or  who  are  from  low-income  families  in  developing  skills  to 
experience  success  in  post-secondary  educadon.  During  the  academic  year,  8 1  students 


from  six  target  schools  received  instructional,  tutorial,  and  counseling  services  ;n  their 
high  school  and  at  seven  monthly  sessions  at  the  college,  Sixty  students  participated  in 
a  six-week  summer  residential  program, 

The  Institute  for  Learning  in  Retirement  (II.R)  is  a  member-driven  organization 
dedicated  to  meeting  cultural  and  learning  needs  of  our  maturing  population.  Over 
210  members  between  both  campuses  participated  in  vinous  activities  including 
a  Fun  Day  and  a  Book  Club;  luncheon  lectures  and  a  picnic;  specialized  computer 
classes;  special  interest  events;  classes  or  workshops;  day  trips;  and  overnight  trips. 

The  Billy  B.  Thames  Conference  Center  is  used  by  individuals  tor  private  functions 
and  local  businesses,  industry,  educational,  and  civic  groups.  The  Thames  Center  staff 
works  in  cooper. nmn  wiih  the  Workforce  Education  Division  to  provide  specialized 
programs,  education  and  training  to  business,  industry  and  other  organizations. 
The  Thames  Center  had  approximaieh  800  bookings  and  served  over  14,000 
participants. 

The  Division  continued  its  partnership  with  Mississippi  State  University  Extension 
Service  to  host  Smart  Aging,  Healthy  Futures.  As  an  outcome  of  this  partnership, 
a  senior  citizen  center  was  started  in  Crystal  Springs  and  a  group  ol  Smarl  \ging 
volunteers  has  been  named  as  official  advisors  to  Brookhaven's  new  senior  center.
